MASSIVE investment in new trains 
across the UK has been blamed by 
rail maintenance firm Bombardier 
for 200 jobs being lost at its depot in 
Chart Leacon. 

It says so much new rolling stock is now in oper¬ 
ation on the rail network the amount of work it is 
required to provide has dropped dramatically 

The decision to axe hundreds of jobs came after 
a long-term contract with South West Trains hit 
the buffers. There will now be a 90-day consulta¬ 
tion period to establish which roles will be cut, in 
addition to an appeal for voluntary redundancies. 

Bombardier spokesman Neil Harvey told 
Yourashford: ‘We are disappointed that we have 
had to take this decision but we have to match 
our staff to the amount of work we have. 

“Part of the problem is that so much new rolling 
stock has been ordered by rail companies the gen¬ 
eral age of rolling stock has come down signifi¬ 
cantly. 

“Refurbishment programmes that are usually 
carried out every 15 years are now some way off. 

“It would be better if we could have a continual 
work load and ultimately it would bring costs 
down.” 

Mr Harvey also highlighted the problems that 
bidding for franchises has on rail companies and 
the Government’s investment programmes. 

He said: “We have been talking to the 
Government and the train companies to see if 
something can be done about this. Franchises 
tend to be around seven years. This affects a com¬ 
pany’s decisions about whether they order new 
rolling stock or refurbishments.” 

After the losses 130 staff will be left at the depot

Farmers' chief 
tells of fears 
for the future

RESTRICTIONS on ani¬ 
mal movements in the light 
of the recent outbreak of 
bluetongue at a farm in 
Boughton Aluph are set to 
remain in place until at 
least next spring. 

And a leading local farmer has 
warned of the possible long-term 
implications the outbreak could have 
on the countryside. 

Chris Smith, chairman of the 
Biddenden branch of the National 
Farmers’ Union told Yourashford: “The 
view of the countryside relies on the 
livestock. 

“If things cany on like this it will 
affect the look of the scenery and 
that will have a wider impact on things 
like tourism.” 

The disease which is spread among 
animals by infected midges was discov¬ 
ered at the farm last week. 

It can cause death rates as high as 
70 per cent among flocks of sheep. It is 
the first case of the disease in the coun¬ 
ty since it first appeared in the UK in 
September. 

Mr Smith said: “It is very worrying. 
Sales have been cancelled at Ashford 
market. Things are now worse than 


ever. Animal movements have ground 
to a halt. Foot and mouth restrictions 
were only lifted last week and now we 
are back to square one.” 

Restrictions on animal movements 
in the South East have been in place 
since the first case was discovered in 
East Anglia last month. 

Animals can now only be moved 
directly to the slaughterhouse. 

Trevor Richards, who has 450 ewes 
on his farm near Westwell, said: “This 
makes a huge difference. The line on 
restrictions has been moving further 
and further west since the first out¬ 
break. But now we can’t move any¬ 
thing out of East Kent.” 

Kent farmers are now demanding 
changes in government policy connect¬ 
ed to the outbreak. 

Mr Richards said: “The only solution 
is to treat the country as a whole. 
Because of other outbreaks, the line is 
almost as far as the Welsh border. 

‘We are tiying to stop something 
that is airborne, so putting a black line 
on a map is pointless.” 

Bluetongue is a relatively new 
disease in northern Europe. Many 
blame climate change for the spread 
of the virus. 

Mr Richards said: ‘We need a very 
cold winter to kill the midges and then 
hopefully by next year they will have 
developed a vaccine.”

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Man's vital cancer op 
gets cancelled twice

Family outraged 
as lack of funding 
prevents surgery

CANCER sufferer Ian Henshaw 
has had his life-saving operation 
cancelled twice because of funding 
shortages. 

Shocked wife Pauline and daughter Kate say 
the double blow means unless surgery can take 
place in the next few days a whole nine-week 
chemotherapy course has been wasted. 

Mr Henshaw, 59, who lives with his family in 
Brabourne, has cancer of the oesophagus. 

He was booked in for surgery at Maidstone 
Hospital on October 15, but his operation was 
cancelled as no intensive care bed was available. 

The family said they accepted the cancella¬ 
tion - but were outraged when the same thing 
happened again just seven days later. 

Mrs Henshaw said: “My husband was first 
due in for the 12-hour operation which is 
extremely serious - in fact it is literally a mat¬ 
ter of life or death - last week. 

“It had to be at Maidstone Hospital as there 
are only two surgeons in the county who 


can carry out the complicated procedure. 

‘We were then told the operation had been 
cancelled because of a shortage of intensive 
care beds - very necessary as Ian has to recu¬ 
perate in that ward for seven days due to the 
seriousness of the procedure.” 

A second date - Tuesday of this week - was 
then given and again the family took him to the 
hospital. 

This day was also the date of Pauline’s father 
Jack McAnally’s funeral. 

Mrs Henshaw said: “Kate went out of the 
church to check up on the operation only to be 
told the operation had been cancelled again. 

‘We were just stunned - and we were being 
told this during my father’s funeral. 

“To be honest we were in a state of shock.” 

Mrs Henshaw then contacted the hospital 
herself to ask exactly what was going on. 

She said: “It was then I was told the hospital 


lacks the necessary funding to fully equip the 
intensive care ward. 

“The real danger is that there is only a set 
window of opportunity for the operation to take 
place before the effects of the chemotherapy 
wear off.” 

Miss Henshaw said the family do not in any 
way blame the staff at the hospital. 

She explained: “They are as upset as we are. 
The surgeons are dedicated people - they want 
to get the operation done. 

‘We feel it is the trust which is to blame. They 
need to get the funding sorted out so that 
money goes where it is most needed.” 

Maidstone Hospital said it would do all it 
could to ensure the operation takes place later 
this week and apologised for the short-notice 
cancellations.

New £25m arena 
scheme branded 
over ambitious 


Doctor is 
fined for 
speeding 

A GP has been fined £300 and 
given six penalty points after being 
clocked doing speeds of up to 
109mph on the M20. 

Vyas Amirthalingham, 32, of 
Canon Woods Way, Kennington, 
told magistrates he didn’t realise 
how fast he was going when pulled 
up by police on the motorway. 

He was clocked doing high speeds 
by officers who tailed him for six 
miles along the London-bound 
carriageway on February 3. 

The doctor, who pleaded guilty to 
speeding, was driving a Vauxhall 
Corsa courtesy car to a wedding 
when police caught him. 

Appearing in front of Canterbury 
Magistrates Court last week, Dr 
Amirthalingham apologised and 
emphasised how important his 
licence was for his job. 

He told the court: “I didn’t 
realise. The car was more powerful 
than I thought. 

“I’m very sorry for what I have 
done. It is something I regret 
because I need a vehicle for my 
work as a junior GP.” 

Dr Amirthalingham was also 
ordered to pay £35 costs. 


PLANS to build a major entertain¬ 
ment arena in Ashford have come 
under attack. 

Long-term plans have suggested 
the building of a 4,000-seat £25 mil¬ 
lion venue capable of attracting some 
of the biggest national and interna¬ 
tional performers. 

While no decision has been taken 
to go-ahead with the ambitious 
project, independent councillor for 
Weald South, Peter Davison, has hit 
out claiming the venue was too big, 
shrouded in too much secrecy and 
had not been subject to sufficient 
public consultation. 

He also claimed ticket prices 
would have to be sky-high to cover 
the building costs. 

Mr Davison said: “Big names 
would be necessary to fill an arena 
of this size, so ticket prices could be 
as high as £50-£100 and this would 
be difficult for local people on low 
incomes.” 


Mr Davison also said that local 
amateur choral and performing 
groups would be unlikely to be able 
to hire or fill the arena. 

The council agreed to set up a 
report into the proposals that would 
include cost estimates and to allow 
the council to debate the matter 
further. The site for the venue has 
yet to be confirmed. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
concept and outcomes from some ini¬ 
tial feasibility work have been pre¬ 
sented to members of the council. 

“But apart from proceeding to 
bid for further feasibility funding 
from government, the council 
has not made any decision to com¬ 
mit significant resources to this 
project and is unlikely to do so for 
some time.” 

A campaign to create a theatre 
venue was recently started by Jack 
Cowen, who feels local groups lack 
a space where they can perform.

Your reporter loses his hearing for a day 


Audio test 
was a real 
ear opener 


I HAVE to admit I didn’t exactly 
leap at the chance of being ‘deaf for 
a da/. But when the offer came in 
to have putty poured down my lug- 
hole to recreate this particular dis¬ 
ability, who was I to say no? 

The aim was to experience just how debili¬ 
tating loss of hearing can be - and how simple 
tasks like going shopping can become some¬ 
thing of a minefield. 

So off I went to the Specsavers store in 
County Square with the promise the test 
would be entirely harmless and reversible 
ringing in my soon-to-be-blocked-up ears. 

Audiologist Karen Perry comes into daily 
contact with those who find their hearing dis¬ 
integrating with age, and are frequently too 
embarrassed to seek help. 

She said: “It’s estimated that one in six peo¬ 
ple in the UK are affected by deafness. 

“Because hearing loss can be quite a slow

process people don’t notice it and they can be 
self conscious when it comes to admitting 
something is wrong.” 

I could put the moment off no longer. 

After some tests to assess my hearing, the 
purple putty-like solution was injected into my 
ears. As it hardened, it acted as a near perfect 
earplug. 

Now semi-deaf, I was led out to try and do a 
few everyday tasks. 

I immediately noticed I had to look closely at 
people’s mouths as they talked to me so I had 
a better idea of what they were saying. 
Although I did not completely lose my hearing, 
on a couple of occasions, when I was buying a 
stamp and a coffee, I did have to ask the staff 
to repeat what they had said. 

I could imagine how this would become frus¬ 
trating and there is the fact you feel a bit of a

nuisance to people if you have to continually 
ask them to repeat things. 

I did attract a few quizzical glances but I 
think that this was less to do with my deafness 
than the fact that it looked like I had two pur¬ 
ple-coloured walnut whips stuck in my ears. 

Back in Specsavers the plugs were removed. 
Their shape revealed that I have an unusual¬ 
ly narrow ear canal. Not exactly a fact that is 
going to impress women at parties but it’s nice 
to know all the same.

We sent a TV camera crew to watch him as 
he had his ears blocked up - and then took to 
the streets of the town centre. 

It also includes a full interview with 
Specsavers’ Karen Perry on how easy it can 
be to now help ease hearing problems. 

He explained: “The process began by having 
a thorough hearing test. Firstly I was asked a 
few general questions about my hearing. 

“Then I was put in a big square metal booth 


that looked like something from the movie 
The Fly, which starred Jeff Goldblum. 

“As Karen closed the door I was worried 
that my genes could mix with a wandering 
insect’s DNA meaning I would come out vom¬ 
iting bile and growing hair in all sorts of 
unlikely places but fortunately the process 
wasn’t quite so dramatic. 

“Once the test was over I was taken to look 
at a computer screen showing my result.”

Parish councillors discussed to push ahead 
with their plans following a meeting at the 
end of last week.

Mr Holland said: “I have been building 
this fire every year for the past 25 years and 
this is the first time something like this has 
happened. 

‘We only built the thing the night before 
someone set fire to it, although people have 
been bringing their burnable rubbish for 10 
days leading up to the unfortunate incident. 

‘We are known for having a great bonfire 
night. The trouble is this puts the future of 
the whole thing at risk. The parish council 
may decide that it’s not worth the risk.” 

Terry Hardy from Ashford fire station, who 
attended the blaze, after it was spotted by a 
passer-by, said: ‘We believe two kids were 
seen leaving the scene. The pile of wood was 
very dry; let’s face it these things don’t start 
themselves. 

‘We had to put the fire out because of near¬ 
by buildings. There’s no way we can just let 
the thing bum. The smoke creates danger for 
drivers on the nearby road.” 

Despite the set-back, the celebrations will 
now go ahead at 6.30pm on Saturday. Locals 
with burnable rubbish can help build a new 
fire as of today.

Reports this week suggested talks with 
publishers were taking place which could see 
all six Booker Prize short-listed books made 
available, for free, on the internet.

Barker’s book was beaten to the £50,000 
prize by Ireland’s Anne Enright and her novel 
The Gathering. 

Enright’s victory was unexpected - she had 
been thought of as an outsider to land the 
gong. 

It had been hoped Barker’s effort - 
described as a modem ghost story set in mod¬ 
em day Ashford - could emerge triumphant. 

However, Barker will still pick up a £2,500 
cheque and a designer-bound edition of her 
book for being one of the six short-listed 
authors. 


Police put brakes on cycle 
thefts during crackdown 

BIKE thieves have been caught red handed 
by a covert operation organised by police. 

In recent weeks there have been more than 
30 reports of bikes being stolen in the town, 
mainly from the areas around the Stour 
Centre and train station. 

In an operation which included the British 
Transport Police, two men were nabbed 
stealing bikes at the railway station and a 
teenager caught using bolt croppers on a bike 
chain at the leisure centre. 

Neighbourhood inspector Kim Allcott said: 
“As a result of this initiative we will be put¬ 
ting forward recommendations to the Stour 
Centre for the relocation of their bike racks.”

Wendy Bartlett, domestic violence co¬ 
ordinator for Ashford, said: ‘You need to 
be a good listener, non-judgemental and be 
able to empathise with people.

Chris Capron, chief executive of the Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce - which represents 
businesses across the borough - talks to Ed Hill about the opportunities for local firms 


QUESTION & ANSWER 


Q How long have you been associated with the Ashford 
area? 

A I have lived in the borough for over 21 
years. In 1985 I was given the task of mov¬ 
ing the company I worked for back to London 
from Yorkshire. Our intention at that time was 
to move home to Surrey. However, we were 
invited down to Ashford by a friend and we fell 
in love with the area, so we moved here. 

A What do you like about the area? 


A The countryside in this part of the world is 
superb. We have some beautiful villages and 
a town that is in the process of change. To add 
to this, our transport infrastructure is excellent. 
For example, there’s the motorway access, 
Ashford is the hub of five railway lines, we are 
within easy access of the Channel Tunnel and 
the docks at Dover and we will soon see the 
start of the high-speed rail link from London. 


Q Ashford is undergoing a large amount of change at the 
moment. What do you think about these changes? 

A From when the Crow Report [which pro¬ 
posed the massive new housing in the 
county] first came out, I personally, and the 
Chamber, have been enthusiastic about our 
expansion. There has been a great deal of con¬ 
sultation on the subject of growth and how 
and where it should take place. This growth 


will ensure that we have an economically 
vibrant town and borough. 


Q 


Could you explain a little about Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce? What are your aims? 


A Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce’s 
objective is to build or support an environ¬ 
ment that is conducive to business growth and 
enterprise. The Chamber has three main 
areas of activity. 

Membership services, which include helping 
business control and reduce their costs and net¬ 
working representation at local, county and 
national government levels. Myself and my 
directors sit on the local council strategic part¬ 
nership, the Kent Economic Board, SEEDA’s 
economic development group for Ashford, Kent 
Works, the countywide education business part¬ 
nership, and the Kent Partnership represent¬ 
ing business. I and my fellow directors do not 
just represent our members but the wider busi¬ 
ness community. We also offer business support 
counselling and training. 


Q 


Ashford seems ideally placed for business with Europe. 
What do you think about the EU? 


A Ashford is ideally placed to do business in 
Europe and this is something we at the 
Chamber push very hard. Within one hour’s 
drive of Calais, there are 15 million more con¬ 
sumers for Ashford businesses to market their 
goods and services to. The EU is a benefit to the 
UK. However, we should keep control of own 


law-making processes and the veto, so that we 
are not forced into policies we disagree with. 

Q Do you have a secret hobby or interest that people will 
be surprised to hear about? 

A My two main hobbies are clay pigeon shoot¬ 
ing, that I have not been able to participate 
in for just over two years due to health problems, 
and Egyptology. I am fascinated by their ancient 
civilisation. Many of the temples and tombs I 
have visited are over 4,000 years old. I was once 
asked to participate in an archaeological dig at 
the workers’ village in Giza which I had to 
decline due to business needs. To this day, it sad¬ 
dens me that I was not able to participate. 

Do you have any gripes about modern life? 

A I think modem life is fantastic. We have 
opportunities today we could not even 
dream about when I was a youngster and I 
believe they should be grabbed with both hands. 

Do you have any childhood heroes? 

A I have many childhood heroes but the main 
one was my father, who I am fortunate 
enough to be able to say is still alive. As I was 
bom in 1946; my other childhood heroes were 
General Sir Brian Horricks, Field Marshall 
Bernard Montgomery and Winston Churchill.

INVTCTA FM presenter Ali Wheel¬ 
er has been given a spicy grilling 
by Jeremy Kyle, one of the coun¬ 
try’s toughest talk show hosts. 

Kyle now has his own slot on Invicta FM - 
the first was broadcast on Saturday - and he 
celebrated by giving Ali and co-host Janies 
Heming a taste of the full-on style which has 
made his TV show so popular. 

Kyle’s show on ITV1 is one of the nation’s 
most popular, dealing with family and rela¬ 
tionship issues, and bringing all parties 
together on screen - often with some explosive 
results. 

He also looks at the everyday issues which 
affect our lives - and has won a clutch of 
awards for his way of resolving problems. 

The 42-year-old presenter asked Ali: “Is it 
true your husband sleeps in another room dur¬ 
ing the week. 

“Look at me, tell me.” 

Ali - who has confessed to being such a fan 
that she tapes Kyle’s show when she can’t see 
it live, said: if We sleep separately. He’d get in at 
midnight and wake me - I’d get up at 4.30am 
and wake him.

“So we sleep in separate rooms during the 
week, but come Friday and Saturday nights 
it’s brilliant.”

“Kent’s close to my heart,” said Kyle. “After

10 years of late-night phone-ins and TV I want 
to just have fun. Just do it - let it flow. Radio is 
close to my heart.” 

Ali then explained how much of a fan of 
Kyle’s work she was. 

She said: “You shout at people, give them a 
roasting, then say ‘Get off my stage!’. I go weak 
at the knees when you say that.” 

Ali added she was “slightly star-struck” at 
meeting Kyle and asked him: “What’s one 
thing that’s really shocked you?” 

Kyle replied: “I can’t answer that. This year 
there has been lots of talk about people getting 
angry during the show. 

“But we try to help - for some people there is 
no counselling available to them and we act as 
a kind of last resort. 

“But earlier this year we went to Kent to 
work with kids under the age of five - all of 
them have Aids and all of them are going to 
die. 

“It was heartbreaking but the most inspira¬ 
tional thing I have ever done.” 

Jeremy’s on-air career began in 1996 pre¬ 
senting an evening show on Invicta FM. Less 
than a year later, he was hosting his own show 
on BRMB. It was at BRMB that he won a Sony 
Award for Jezza’s Jukebox, which preceded 
another big success, Jezza’s Late & Live show. 

Two and a half years and a nomination for 
CRCA’s Presenter of the Year later, Jezza’s 
Confessions was broadcast on the Century 
Network.

War vets help to launch

After the presentation all civic and mili¬ 
tary guests will buy poppies to get the 
fundraising rolling. 

A rising number of ex-servicemen and 
women who have fallen on hard times have 
needed to approach the legion for help. 

Last year alone the legion in Kent helped 
more than 500 people and this year the 
number has already reached 650. 

A spokesman said: “The need for the 
legion’s support is constantly growing, so 
the Poppy Appeal is as important now as it 
ever has been.” 

Tired drivers asking to be 
stopped by traffic police 

SHATTERED foreign lorry drivers are ask¬ 
ing police to arrest them so they can get 
food and sleep. 

The revelations have come from the 
National Roads Policing Intelligence 
Forum, which monitors traffic nationwide. 

Officers said the drivers dial 999 and tell 
them their location and registration number. 
They then ask to be taken off the road as they 
feel they pose a danger to other road users. 

Kent’s two main highways - the M2 and 
M20 - are among the most used by conti¬ 
nental haulage companies, many of whom 
are willing to overwork drivers and care lit¬ 
tle about safety concerns. 

Chief Superintendent Geraint Anwyl said: 
“They don’t dare to stop at a service station so 
they call us from their cab. They say ‘I have 
been driving for many hours. Please stop me 
because I’m dangerous. If you do, I promise 
I’ll never work for this company again’.”

Andrew Motion talks about his life as the 
Poet Laureate and the personal exploration 
he undertook in compiling his memoirs 


HAVING a way with words 
is certainly helpful when 
trying to explain the role of 
the Poet Laureate. 

Andrew Motion has held the title 
for more than eight years, yet still 
finds himself explaining the ancient 
role to both adults and children alike. 

“It’s a peculiar position and I try to 
shed light on it,” he said. “I see myself 
as something of an ambassador for 
poetry - not just for my own work, 
but for the provision that is made for 
poetry in schools.” 

Audiences will have the chance to 
ask Motion about his appointment 
when he comes to Tunbridge Wells 
next month. 

An Evening With Andrew Motion 
will feature readings of poems both 
old and new, as well as extracts from 
his latest book, In The Blood: A 
Memoir of My Childhood. 

His youth was coloured by a 
tragedy that is touched upon a great 
deal in his memoir. 

Bom in London in 1952, Motion 
started writing at the age of 16, a 
time he describes as “the usual age” 
when people tend to start exploring 
their deepest emotions. But he had

more to explore than most, when his 
mother suffered a terrible riding 
accident and fell into a 10 -year coma. 

Despite the wealth of material 
available to him through memories 
and anecdotes, the poet found In The 
Blood to be one of his most difficult 
projects. But he believes the episodic 
nature of poetry can help people tap 
into, and deal with, some experiences 
concisely. 

He said: “Poetry can help because 
people see it as a hotline to their 
strongest emotions. 

“There’s a lot about my mother’s 
accident in the memoir. There’s a 
sense that it’s an inexhaustible 
subject and sometimes it seeps into 
other things, things that might not 
have anything to do with it.” 

In his high-profile role as Poet 
Laureate, Motion is entmsted with 
recording the nation’s mood for 
posterity - a daunting task, even for 
the professor of creative writing at 
Royal Holloway, University of London. 


He said: “A lot of commissioned 
work is very difficult because you 
have to triangulate your own feelings 
about things with the public 
perception of them. 

“I feel a lot more under scrutiny 
when writing as the Poet Laureate 
and it has a different readership to 
my other work. 

“If it’s about a public or royal event 
then my poems are part of the news 
story at the time. I feel it needs to 
connect with people, but I do have a 
feeling of responsibility, especially 
when writing about a royal event.” 

He is aware that the Royal Family 
might not enjoy the same popularity 
it did many years ago, but still 
believes that poems about royalty 
can be meaningful for the country as 
a whole. 

“There are a lot of republicans who 
will not find it very interesting, but 
otherwise I feel a duty to encapsulate 
what the public are feeling,” he said. 
“I think I have to approach each 
issue as an individual, with the hope 
that it will find a wider echo.”

IT was, for one brief but despairing 
moment, as wretched a start to a 
holiday as you could imagine. 

The drive south-west from Dunkerque had 
been getting progressively gloomier until, by 
the time of our arrival in Normandy, the 
rain was heavy and the August temperature 
chillingly and depressingly low. 

Worse, our gite was empty, the shutters were 
down, we had no key - and the holiday looked 
over before it had begun. 

Cue some of the Norman hospitality and 
friendliness that was to be such a feature of 
the forthcoming week. The problems in com¬ 
munication (our fault) were resolved by the 
neighbours, and within an hour we were 
inside, settled and upbeat if a little sorry that 
we had had to decline an invitation to what 
was clearly a bit of a party next door. 

The warmth of the people was evident 
throughout our week, but sadly it was never 
matched by the weather. The rain was 
replaced occasionally by mere grey skies and 
gloom, but yet, despite the odd dropping of 
spirits, our holiday was delightful. Really! 

We were based near Avranches in Norman¬ 
dy’s La Manche department, which meant we 
were also within easy striking distance of Le- 
Mont Saint-Michel. 

This World Heritage Site is a rocky island 
that hosts a monastery - it is a fantastic-looking 
place and accordingly attracts fantastic num¬ 
bers of people. Too many people, if truth be told.

As we finally reached the quagmire of a car 
park and its battalions of camper-vans, we pon¬ 
dered the reality of traipsing through cobbled 
streets among hundreds if not thousands of 
people in the driving rain with an 11-year-old 
girl who doesn’t like walking and a 19-month- 
old toddler who likes pretty much anything but 
shouldn’t have to put up with such miseries. 

And so an about-turn it was. Thoughts of 
‘When you’ve seen one cobbled street, you’ve 
seen them all” wandered across our minds and 
so we were away to the nearby Cimetiere 
Militaire Allemand, “a unique German mau¬ 
soleum in France”, according to the humph. 

Having the place entirely to ourselves, this 
site at Mont de Huisnes, which holds the 
tombs of 11,956 German soldiers, is a solemn, 
moving place. As one of the inscriptions read, 


nationality means nothing when people are 
dying in battle. It’s perhaps war’s greatest irony 

And indeed the shadow of World War Two 
still hangs over Normandy, and a visit to one 
of the crux sites from this extraordinary peri¬ 
od of European history was essential. 

We chose Arromanches, the coastal town off 
which the Mulberry B harbour was put into 
place. This wonderful feat of engineering facil¬ 
itated the landing of Allied troops on D-Day, 
and again you realise how poor your know¬ 
ledge of those awful years is. 

You can still see some of the harbour rem¬ 
nants offshore, while one of the highlights of 
the holiday was the visit to the Arromanches 
360 cinema. Here you stand in the middle of a 
‘surround-screen’ that shows film of the D-Day 
landings mixed with more peaceful contemp¬ 
orary scenes. Brilliant. 

But Normandy is very far from a war muse¬ 
um. We also visited Granville, an undeniably 
characterful coastal resort and site of Christian 
Dior’s home. Even the least fashion-conscious 
among us (me) couldn’t resist a ramble through 
its grounds and indeed among some of Dior’s 
most elegant designs in the building itself. 

Our time in Normandy was, as ever, far too 
short. We managed to squeeze in a day among 
the quite beautiful forest of the Normandie- 
Maine National Park, a dip in the swimming 
pool at Villedieu-les-Poeles (if you’re going to 
get wet, you might as well enjoy yourself) and 
a tour around a cider-making operation. 

Travel pieces often finish lamely with an ‘I’ll 
be back’ line. The trouble is, I will be back - if 
only to prove the sun can shine in Normandy 
Also, purely and simply, I love the place.

THE BBC is launching a 
revolutionary new online catch-up 
service so viewers will never miss 
their favourite shows again. 

The free iPlayer offers people the chance to 
download a range of programmes across the 
BBC channels onto their computer up to a 
week after transmission. 

This will allow them to watch hit shows like 
Spooks, Strictly Come Dancing and Heroes 
anytime they want. 

Its producers say the beauty of the service is 
that viewers will not have to set any 
reminders, programme the Sky-i- or insert 
DVDs or videos. 

The only thing you have to do is remember 
the programme has been on up to a week after 
it aired and then get around to watching it in 
the following 30 days. 

Director of future media, Ashley Highfield, 
said: “BBC iPlayer is a free catch-up service for 
UK licence fee payers. Your favourite 
programmes from all the BBC’s network TV 
channels will be available to download over the 
internet and watch on your PC without 
advertising for up to a week after 
transmission.” 

Once a programme is downloaded viewers 
will have up to 30 days in which to watch it. 

After this period has expired the programme 
file deletes itself, creating room for your next 
download. 

The BBC is currently in discussion with a 
wide range of potential distribution partners, 
including MSN, telegraph.co.uk, AOL, Tiscali, 
Yahoo, MySpace, Blinkx and Bebo. 

Mr Highfield said: “We are committed to 
making it as easy as possible to use BBC 


iPlayer. Developing a version for Apple Macs 
and Microsoft Vista is absolutely on our 
critical path. We’re also committed to making 
it available on the television screen, which is 
why we are delighted to be working with 
Virgin Media towards a launch on cable later 
this year. We are hopeful that other TV 
platforms will follow soon after.” 

BBC iPlayer is currently being tested for 
technical gremlins, with a live date set for 
December. 

In time, extra features will be added, such as 
streaming on-demand, allowing users to 
watch a programme straight away, series 
stacking, which allows users to download 
episodes from selected series retrospectively, 
and the BBC Radio player. 

The website allows viewers to browse for 
their desired programme in a number of ways; 
by the date it was aired, by category and via an 
A to Z search. 


The only programmes which will not be 
available are those that the BBC does not own 
the rights to, such as sporting events. 

The channels on offer for download are: 
BBC1, BBC2, BBC3, BBC4, CBBC, CBeebies, 
BBC News, BBC News 24 and BBC 
Parliament. 

BBC iPlayer can be found at 
www.bbc.co.uk/iplayer. 

The BBC’s terrestrial rivals have launched 
their own versions of the iPlayer, with ITV 
setting up Best of ITV and Channel 4 bringing 
out 4oD, Video on Demand. 

Best of ITV draws in viewers with classic 
episodes of Inspector Morse, Prime Suspect and 
Peak Practice, while Channel 4 gives viewers a 
30-day archive and a pre-booking option.

FORMER Environment Secretary 
John Gummer has called for 
affordable housing schemes to be 
abolished to allow more homes to 
be built in Kent. 

The Tory MP was a guest speaker at the 
fourth annual Property Professionals Lunch¬ 
eon hosted by Clive Emson Auctioneers. 

Almost 400 property experts from 
throughout the county listened to the speech 
at the Ramada Hotel in Hollingboume on 
October 11. 

Mr Gummer, 67, spoke passionately about a 
range of topics, including environmental 
housing, the shortfall of housing, and re¬ 
structuring planning and building regulat¬ 
ions. 

He said: (t We have an abiding interest - a 
very English fascination - with property.

‘We get a feeling of comfort and security 
from it, we appreciate the concept of owning 
something of our own, a gratifying feeling. 

“But we are now building fewer houses per 
annum since 1914. There is a shortage, a real 
shortage in all types of houses - full stop. 

“The policy we need is to build homes, not 
restrict them by the dishonourable system of 
affordable housing.” 

The Suffolk Coastal MP stressed that the 
poorest people suffer most from not enough 
homes being built. 

He called for the maximum number of 
homes possible to be built on sites without 
developers having to worry about meeting 
affordable housing requirements. 

Mr Gummer suggested replacing building 
regulations with a system of objective standards 


which also meet environmental needs. He said 
developers should be told to build it to those 
standards or we pull it down. 

With regard to planning laws he added: 
“Those who live on housing estates built after 
1945 should do what they want.” 

He said arbitrators, not planners, should be 
sent in on modern estates to settle 
neighbourhood disputes on home extensions. 

Mr Gummer called for the Government to 
sell off developable sites which they keep in 
case they need them in the future. 

He also called for a government shift 
away from London to take the pressure off the 
South East. 

“If you have a headquarters in England, the 
perception is you need to be in London. 

“If Government relocated to, say, Preston, 
others would follow releasing the pressure on 
the South East. Government needs to be much 
more business-like.”

Smart's little gem makes 
big strides to improve 



ROAD TEST 


[SMART FOURTWO

A SMALL, but perfectly formed, 
little car arrived in 1998 to be hailed 
as the start of the fight back against 
urban congestion and pollution. 

The two-seat smart city car or ‘fourtwo’ 
offered economy, good protection within a tiny 
body, funky two-tone looks and easy parking - 
it was so short, it could be parked at right 
angles to the kerb. 

But the smart did not storm the world as 
brand owner Daimler-Benz had hoped and 
much is now expected of an all-new version. 

Former FI champ Niki Lauda was wheeled 
in for the launch event I attended and joined 
some orchestrated banter about the new car. 

Lauda is now a top businessman in his 
native Austria and, through his car hire com¬ 
pany, a major smart customer with strong 
views on what had to change. 

“Ah, but ve have done everyzing that u ask 
Niki, ha ha,” was the gist of the response from 
the Daimler-Benz top brass onstage, with just 
a hint of gritted teeth and the fabled German 
humour bv-pass. 


Anyway, the car’s compact, but raucous 
three-cylinder engine has been re-worked and 
refined. 

The jerky gearbox is much better now when 
accelerating in fully auto mode, even if the 
short wheelbase still allows some pitching 
when the ‘box shifts up, but it is small price 
to pay for the smart’s convenience in stop-start 
town traffic. On the open road, manual selec¬ 
tion is better. 

Interior space is as good as ever; you feel you 
are in something larger, even if there are no 
rear seats. 

It is arranged better and higher quality too - 
no more wobbly dashboard pods. 

There is a proper boot now, with roll-top par¬ 
cel shelf and two-part opening. 

But while the car looks the same, a slight 
increase in length means its predecessor’s 
ability to park nose or tail to the kerb is now a 
stretch too far. 

It’s the perfect city/shopping car though and 
a decent space-saving second car, even if 
prices start at almost £7,000 - the same cash 
buys a decent conventional four-seat supermi- 
ni/citv car.

THE UK’s four main business groups 
have joined forces in a concerted effort to 
persuade the Chancellor to suspend pro¬ 
posals in his recent pre-Budget report to 
abolish Capital Gains Tax taper relief.

They all face the same competition from 
places such as Brighton and experience-driven 
destinations such as Wales and Yorkshire.” 

The Shifting Perceptions seminars and work¬ 
shops are being held in Margate, Whitstable, 


Dover and Folkestone in November next month. 

Fran Warrington, head of Kent Tourism 
said: “These workshops are directly address¬ 
ing issues which have been identified by our 
detailed research and they are the first step in a 
process which will bring new life to the tourism 
and hospitality industry of the Kent coast.” 

The Coastal Kent Initiative is supported by 
East Kent Partnership, Kent Tourism, and 
Canterbury, Thanet and Dover councils.
